The Cal Tech study on the pollitical attitudes and behavior of 
Callifornlia"s major raclial minorlities 1s a welcome，but belated， 
addition to ouUIr knowledge of Californla politics.， TIhe most 
Impressive aspect of the study is the fact that lt went beyond 
the_ standard practice of focusing solely on Black and White 
participation in the political process. Sligniflicantly，the Study 
included Latinos and ASsians whose nurmbers have been rising 
rapijdly through immigration and whose presence，in terms of 
political contributions and votes，has been increasingly felt in 
recent yearSs. Hopefully studies of this type will enlighten 
elected officials and the community alike and stimulate more 
TeSponsive government on the one hand and greater informed 
participation of the non-voters on the other hand. 

From an ASlan American perspective、the study brought onut 
SeverTal disturbing 1lssues of interest to _ the communlty. First， 
even though Asians in California are better educated and better 
off relative to Blacks and Latinos - two leading Indicators oOT 
prerequlsltes for hlgh rate of participatlon in the electoral 
process - ASlans have lower rate of participation in terms of 
voter Tegistration，voting，and involvements lin Toutine political 
activitles，even after the adjustment for non-citizens，Secondly， 
AsSian reglstered voters，unlike Blacks and Latinos who are 
heavily identified with the Democratic party, are evenly divided 
between Democrats and Republicans with a_ significantly high 
percentage (16%) declining to state their party affailiatlion. 
Moreover，party loyalty is also _ considerably weaker than other 
minorities， Thirdljy，Asian Americans are generally less 1ikely 
than Blacks, Latinos and Whites to have participated in political 
activities in 1984 with the exception of gliving money，Lastly， 
ASian American candidates for elected offices tend to run In 
Don-AsSian dominated districts and not to identify themselves 3S 
minority candidates. 

These are perhaps the major reasons why elected officials from 
both political parties generally ignore ASsian American concernas 
and to add linsult to injury，percelve the ASslian Amerlcan 
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Racial violence, bilingual education， immigration 
and human Services are just a few of the issues 

that affect Chinese Americans today，A new play by 
a Chinese American, a Chinese American Star athiete 
making it to a pro team, the trials or triumphs of 
Iminority buslinesses --all these Stories contribute 

to the overall Chinese American experience， 


That is why people who want to keep in touch with 
the Chinese American Scene read EastAVest Its 
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community as a milking machine for their campalign treasuries 
without having to pay back，Without doubt, these arc the ljSSueS 
Asian American contributors and voters must work on and AsSian 
community organizations must make a point of educating the 
communilty. 


Aside from these findings in the Cal Tech study，we must takc 
issue with the manner in which the _ Survey is undertaken and 
the way "political issues" are formulated within the So-called 
liberal-conservative" framework and discourse.， Since ASian 
Americans as a whole are Still mostly political outsiders ,and 3 
disproportiondte number are immigrants of diverse national 
origins (either non-citizens Or naturalized citizens)，we question 
the validity of the responses collected via random digit dialing 
and the relevance of the "political issues" devised for the Survey 
to_ determine political attitudes. We therefore find it quite 
meaningless for the study to place ASians outside of the 
Rainbow Coalition or label Asians "more conservative"” and least 
"partisan.” In fact，the uniqueness of Asian American attitudes 
and behavior in the Survey findings 1S probably the best 
indication of the weakness of the Survey instrument 1ltself . 

In conclusion，we think Surveys of thlis kind will enhance 
political awareness and promote political actions， However，we 
do think that refinement of both Survey technlque and contents 
is in order.， Community participation in the formulation of such 
SuUrveysS is a prerequisite for both valid and useful results.

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American Asian Bank's Move 
Exemplifies Market Approach to 


Sticking Closer to Home':

SAN FRANCISCO - Ameri- 
can Aslan Bank，intent on 
increasing its focus on the 
jocal Chinese business com- 
munity，Imoved into larger 
Chinatown offices _ this week. 
The San Francisco head- 
quartered bank moved its 
branch to 1076 Stockton 
Street，from its small 1014

Evans pointed out that the 
financial problems of C.Y. 
Tung overseas have had no 
bearing on the bank's earn- 
ings. Although a member of 
the Tung Group is on the 
bank's board of directors，the 
bank isS not associated with 
the Tung group. "The bank is 
just too Small to be involved 
with a group that 1lar8ge," 
Evans Said. 

The recession hit interna- 
tional exporters hard，Evans 
added，American Asian had 
t0 write off some bad 1loans 
jast year. Final figures are 
not yet in，but 1985$ will be 
the first year that the bank 
lost money，he Said. 

But Evans pointed out that 
the first quarter results this 
yearT Should be better than 
the first quarter of 1985. 
Deposits grew from $175$ mil- 
lion in 1984 to $194 million 
in 198$ and assets from $201 
million in 1984 to $214 mil- 
lion in 1985. 


CLOSER TO HOME 


Evans Said the board of 
dlirectors have decided to 
"Stick closer t0O home." 

"We're going to let the big 
banks fight it out,” said 
Evans，commenting on how 
fierce competition in the Far 
East led to American Asian?s 
decision to scrap plans to 
open a Hong Kong office.

help make the former deadly 
enemies today's great allies. 


FALSE CHARGE 


The witnesses for prosecution 
testified that I could "possibly” 
have caused serious damage to 
the United States，、Such a "posSsSi- 
bility” can hardly be taken as 
ground for conviction. Since what 
I did was a thing of the past， 
what really counts is whether TI 
actually inflicted damage or not, 
If such losses were ever caused，it 
can be proved by _ evidence，Bnut 
the prosecutors were unable to 
provide any testimony to that 
effect. Everything has proved that 
what 1 did helped improve the 
Telations between the two coun- 
tries and the living standards of 
a billion Chinese.

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Alternate Family Services Finds 、 
Foster Homes for Refugee Youth

Imagline that you are homeless. 
Add to that plcture the fact that 
yoU are only 12 years old, withonut 
yoUI parents and recently escaped 
from youUr native cOUntTY. 

That scene may be hard to con- 
jure UP，bnut that 1S exactly the 
Situation Nguyen (not hlis real 
name) faced four years ago when 
he arrlived in thils country. 

Fortunately for Nguyen and 17 
other refugee teenagers, they have 
now found homes and Surrogate 
families through the aid of Alter- 
natiVve Famlly Servlces (AFES)，a 
Program whlch places youth with- 
oOUt parents ln foster homes. Since 
1983, thls agency has attempted to 
fnd foster care for unaccompanied 
refugee minors from Vietnam and 
Ethlopla. 

9S1xteen-year-old Nguyen has 
been living in a foster home for 
two and a half months now. Five 
years ago, Unhappy with his family 
Situation in Vietnam，he ran away 
from home with some friends， 
planning to make their way over- 
land through .Cambodia to Thai- 
land. When his friends were de- 
tained by police in Cambodia， 
Nguyen continued，scared and 
alone，for the next three months 
till he arrived at the border. After 
almost a year in a Thai refugee 
camp，he was Sponsored to the 
United States by an Uncle. 

His uncle put him Up when he 


first arrlived in San Francisco，bnat 
things didn?t work out. According 
to Nguyen,“ “everything [sald he 
didn't agree with”A school coun- 
Selor referred Nguyen to AFS， 
whlich placed him with Meg and 
Jim McClain . 

Under the AFS program, foster 
parents recelve a Don-taxable st- 
pend to cover the costs of caring 
for a chlld in addition to a taxable 
Incentive income. Chlildren are re- 
ferred from the Department of So- 
cial SerVvices and the Juvenlle Pro- 
bation Department. 

While young refugees Served by 
Alternative Family Service share 
many of the same problems as 
American-born youth，those who 
arrliVe here homeless and parent- 
less from another country“come 
over with alot ofeducational needs 
and cultural differences to cope 
with according to Susan Wilder， 
a foster home recruiter for AEFS、 

Oftentimes their education has 
been Interrupted in thelr native 
country. Most of the refugee youth 
have spent tme in refugee camps 
or have beern traumatized by the 
separation from (or death of) their 
family. “Many are homesick and 
Imiss their parents and family mem- 
bers”Wilder said . 

Some refugee youth feel gullt 
that they escaped and thelir family 
didn't. “There is a lot of hope 
Placed on them 一 that somehow 
they are going to make 1t;”sald 


Wilder. 

Alternative Family Services care- 
fully attempts to link parents and 
youths for a match that is agreed 
upon by both sides. Meetings and 
counseling sessions allow time to 
discuss common problems and Suc- 
ceSses With other foster Parents 
and children. 

Extra asslistance In legal mat- 
ters，Such as applying for perma- 
nent resldence status and enrolling 
in Special education and tutoring 
classes，are provided for refugee 
youth in the program. 


The service is only abletofinance 
care for young refugees Until they 
turn 18, according toWVilder. There- 
fore, alot of emphasis is placed on 
preparing the youth for living on 
their own. Counselors help youth 
obtain skills in fnding and keep- 
ing a job，renting an apartment， 
completing high school and open- 
ing a bank account. 

“All ofthesekids will be on their 
own by the time they are 18， said 
Wilden“and that makes us all a 
little anxlious: 


When Nguyen was asked by a 
counselor what he wanted in a 
home，he said,“I want a home 
with a lot of love and understand- 
ing soIcan talk to them and go to 
School2” 


Nguyen said that he often gets 
homesick.“I_ just go to Golden 


Gate Park and spend time and Sit 
,by a tree. And sometimes 工 go to 


my room alone and I get [home]- 
Sick，he sald. 


“He doesn'tunderstand why he 
can goto any country in the world， 
but he can?t go back to Vietnam . 
And sometimes Idonrtunderstand 
either” said Meg MecClalin. 


While Nguyen has benefited 
from the program， the ,McClains， 
who have taken fve refugee teens 
into their home, have learned from 
Nguyen as well. “Nguyen ls my 
first sony" said Jim MecClain father 
of three daughters.“Tm used to 
being the “bastion of knowledge， 
Now,， he teaches me. He's taught 
me respect for the thoughts of a 
teenager.” 


“The only background we have 
js that we raised three children of 
our own; salid Meg McClain.“I 
feel that these foster kids 一 they're 
just the Same as OUI Own kids. 
They need love and understand-

SIANEFEORD - Among Asians， 
Hispanics, foreign-born blacksand 
forelgn-born Anglos,“where afor- 
elign language is Spoken at home， 
thekids are doing better in school2” 
preliminary results of the Study of 
Stanford and the Schools reveal, 

This could mean that adoles- 
cents Who become assimilated to 
American educational norms， 
speaking only one language，may 
Work less hard in school, said San- 
ford M. Dornbusch，professor of 
human biology and sociology，in 
an jinltial report to _ parents and 
teachers from high schools partici- 
pating in the study. 

When parents are asked to ex- 
plain this fnding,they suggestthat 
students from dual-language fami- 
lies “know they have a tougher 
TOW to hoe and work harder.” 

Learning a second language can 
help students develop a better 
understanding of the structure of 
English, which native-born Anglos 
Simply take for granted . 

Put another way“when you start 
to Study French or another lan- 
guage，you really learn English? 
Dornbusch noted. 

JInitial data from the study show 
that both ethnicity and divorce are 
asSociated with high school grades. 

Even when underlying differ- 
ences in family and student be- 
havior are taken into account， 
Asians tend to get higher grades， 
While blacks and.Hispanics tend to 
recelive jower grades. 

“Asians Work very hard>”ac- 

cording to Dornbusch.“Vietnam- 
ese students report spending twice 


as much tme on homework as 
other groups. 

“了 Part of thls may be due to lan- 
guage difficulties，and part may 
reflect cultural infuences2” 

In what he calljs“a strange and 
very Upsetting finding2” Hispanic 
females tend to have lower grades 
than would be expected. 

Among Hispanic females, paren- 
tal emphasls on conformity 1s 
Strongly asSociated with lower 
grades 一 more than for any other 
group studied. 

For Hispanic male students， 
however“there's no Impactatall; 
he adds.“ 工 hat's startling.? 

One Hispanic mother suggested 
that Hispanlic male students who 
“knuckle under”to parental con- 
trols eventually see themselves 
gaining dominance within the fam- 
ly. Young women may see this 
Same control as a_ permanent con- 
dition and diminish their efforts. 

Another “puzzling restult> Dorn- 
busch sald，is the lack of a rela- 
tionship between the level ofeffort 
reported by young black male stu- 
dents and their grades. 

“This ls not true for black fe- 
males or for any other group”he 
said. Hard work is usually associ- 
ated with somewhat better grades. 

Dornbusch salid the assertion 
that ethnlic minority Parents don2ft 
care about their child's perform- 
ance In School 1S“hogwash2 

“They care a great deal: he em- 
Phaslzed . 

Divorce also has a significant 
effect on school performance，he 
added. 


“Parental breakups in the first 
SIX years of a chlild's life have a 
long-lasting Impact. High school 
grades are lower for those chll- 
dren than for those whose parental 
breakup comes after the child 
Teaches age S1X. 

“The children from single- 
parent households, as well as step- 
chlldren，do less well in school 
than those from households whaich 
include both natural parents:” 

Nationally he noted, 20 Percent 
of all chlldren are now in single- 
Parent households. About half of 
all young children in America to- 
day will have lived in a single- 
parent household by the time they 
reach age 18. 

Among Asians and blacks,， the 
Impact on high school grades of 
being in a Single-parent household 
ls weaker than among Anglos and 
Hispanlcs. 

More than four out offve Asian 
households include both natural 
parents， Among ,blacks，house- 
holds with two natural parents nOW 
are a Iminority. 

In both these instances, the Over- 
all pattern for the _ community or 
extended family ties may reduce 
the impact ofthe individual child's 
Parental status，Dornbusch sug- 
gested. 、 

For every ethnlc group studied， 
an emphasls on Openness to dlver- 
Sity，rather than close conformilty 
with parental views，wWas asSSOCi- 
ated with higher grades in school. 

Anglo families tended to permit 
Imore diversity than other ethnic 
groups. Even though emphasis on 


conformity was high within Asian 
families, those Asian children who 
reported that their families permijt: 
teqd diverse Views received some- 
what higher grades.

It IsS by now well known that 
although America is a nation of 
Immigrants，it has given a very 
Selective welcome to the peoples 
Who have reached its doorstep. For 
Iany groups，acceptance and as- 
Similation into American Society 
have been achieved only after 
Struggle carrled out by several gen- 
eratlons. Making the transition to 
the new country has exacted its toll 
of personal sacrifice and the breakK- 
ing of the age-old continuity of 
traditions. 

Those Interviewed in this article 
are ChineseAmericans who belong 
to the crucial transition generation 
in the assimilation process. They 
Were born and raised in San Fran- 
cisco Chinatown in the 1930s and 
1940s; they moved gradually to 
Surrounding Suburbs after World 
War II， Their experiences have 
Spanned commnunity ghetto and 
suburban neighborhood,lower and 
mlddle class, and the status of be- 
ing immlgrants” children to that of 
being responsible professionals and 
Parents. 

The parents and grandparents 
of this generation were the original 
immigrants Who risked life and 
limb to come to America: immi- 
gration became illegal after the pas- 
Sage of the Exclusion Act of 1882， 
for all Chinese except merchants.
